1-8 ——-—-, Down the middle Right & Left Thru 

9-16 —-—--, Side Couples Right & Left Thru 

17-25 ——-—-, Down the middle Right & Left Thru 

25-32 ——-—-,—-— Four Ladies Chain 

33-40 ——-—-, —-— Chain 1/4 

41-48 —— Courtesy Turn, —— Promenade 

49-56 ----,---- 

57-64 —-—-—-—,-—-— Head Couples Promenade Half

Description 
1-8 Head/Side couples Promenade Half outside the set. 

9-16 Down the middle and Right & Left Thru with the facing couple. 
17-24 The other couple (sides or heads) Promenade Half outside. 
25-32 Down the middle and Right & Left Thru with the facing couple. 
33-40 Four Ladies Chain. 
41-48 Four Ladies Chain 1/4 to the corner position. Courtesy Turn to Promenade 
direction. 
49-64 Promenade full around the set
